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VALE COUNCILS 
PRAISE FOR 
‘OUTSTANDING’ 
A-LEVEL RESULTS 


SIXTH-form 
students across the 
Vale finally had an 
anxious wait for 
their A-Level results 
come to an end, 
with pupils 

outperforming the 
Welsh average. 

“Most notably,” said a 
council spokesperson, 
“this year’s results saw 
an increase in the number 
of ‘outstanding’ pupils, 
with 28.1 per cent of Vale 
WJEC A-Level students 
achieving the highest 
possible A* and A 
grades - a figure almost 
five per cent above the 
Welsh average.” 

Overall, it was 
reported, 97.9 per cent of 


the Vale’s pupils 
achieved grades A*- E, 
compared to a Welsh 
average of 97.7 per cent. 

Pupils at Stan well 
Comprehensive , 
Cowbridge 
Comprehensive, and 
Ysgol Bro Morgannwg, 
recorded 35 per cent, 32 
per cent and 28 per cent 
of grades at A* - A 
respectively. 

Barry Comprehensive 
School saw what was 
described as a 
“significant impro¬ 
vement” in its pupils’ 
success in achieving the 
highest grades. Some 22 
per cent of pupils 
achieved A*or A grades, 
up from a mere seven per 
cent in 2016. 

It was reported that 77

per cent of pupils at the 
school achieved A* - C 
grades - a “significant 
increase” on last year’s 
total of 53 per cent. 
Overall. 99 per cent of 
pupils at the school 
achieved A* - E grades. 

At AS-Level, the Vale 
maintained its overall 
performance from last 
year by matching the A - 
E pass rate of 89.7 per 
cent while increasing the 
number of A grades from 
21 per cent to 21.7 per 
cent. 

At this level, the 
county’s “outstanding 
performer” was 

Cowbridge Comp¬ 
rehensive School, which 
saw more than a third of 
pupils achieve A grades, 
an increase of eight per 
cent from last year; and 
74 per cent of pupils 
achieved A - C grades. 

The spokesperson 
said: “The greatest 

improvement seen was at 
Barry Comprehensive 
School, where 36 per 
cent of pupils received A 
- C grades, also an eight 
per cent increase from 
2016, and 85 per cent of 
all pupils achieved A - E 
grades, up by 22 per cent 
from last summer.”

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Rail electrification 
is needed NOW! 


T WO years 
ago, my wife 
and I were on 
a platform at 
Cardiff Central and 
as a train pulled 
away, we were 
engulfed in diesel 
fumes. 

It was very unpleasant 
and we were not 
pleased. I reminded my 
wife that a new era of 
pollution-free electric 
trains were on the 
horizon for Cardiff, 
Swansea and the Valleys. 

Now following recent 
UK Government 
announcements, it’s 
‘back to the future.’ It 
seems that ‘dirty diesel’ 
will remain with us. 
What a let down! 

Bi-Mode is the ‘in’ 
word; dual-powered 
electric motor and a 
diesel engine, plus a fuel 
tank, as fast as an 
electric only powered 
train. 

My fears for 
electrification were 
raised last autumn when 
the UK Rail Minister 
announced that 
electrification would not 
be extended into Bristol, 
Temple Meads, but 
electrification will reach 
Blackpool north, the 
constituency of the Rail 
Minister! 

Now Chris Grayling, 
the UK Transport 
Minister, has informed 
us that the 
Cardiff/Swansea 
electrification has been 
scrapped, saying: “It’s 
costly and disruptive.” 


Chris Elmore MP was 
right when he said that 
this is a betrayal - 
particularly when a few 
days later, Chris 
Grayling announced that 
approval will be given 
for Cross Rail 2, total 
cost of £30 billion. 

There are other 
projects for south- east 
England - HS2, £50 
billion - and Waterloo 
being remodelled with 
new trains and extended 
platforms. 

Chris Elmore pointed 
out that firm promises 
were given for south 
Wales, but Mr Grayling 
had other plans for his 
own back yard. 

So why has there been 
so much contradiction 
and deception from the 
UK Government? 

Then there are the 
delays to the 
electrification project. 

Brunei constructed his 
railway with men who 
had nothing but shovels, 
wheelbarrows and their 
bare hands. Network 
Rail cannot even string a 
few wires together! 

Eor too long the west 
of England and south 
Wales have received ‘fag 
ends’ in rail investment. 

Another £2 billion is 
nothing to the public 
purse. We need the 
electrification for south 
Wales now... and not just 
to Cardiff. 

In the meantime, I 
shall stand on the 
platform of my local 
station wearing a 
protective mask!

1 AM a resident of Barry and I suffer 
from a chronic nasal, throat and chest 
condition that is not life-threatening, 
but can be very unpleasant.

If the Biomass incinerator is given a licence to 
operate and I experience a worsening of my health 
condition, and I can prove the increased pollution 
levels are responsible, I intend to seek damages 
from local, national government, and other agencies 
involved in the decision-making process. 

I would encourage anyone who lives in the Barry 
area with similar health issues to do the same. 

Barry is already a pollution hotspot known to the 
authorities, yet the incinerator is close to people’s 
homes. 

Planning guidelines state that existing pollution 
levels should have been taken into consideration. 

The current pollution levels are well known and 
have been recorded, so it should not be too difficult 
to record pollution levels if the incinerator starts 
operating. 

I have been informed by DIAG that the 
incinerator has increased its capacity from 60,000

They say “reacting 
waste wood at a high 
temperature without 
burning”... Untrue. The 
waste wood is reacted 
with air, burning 
partially with release of 
gas. 

They say this is 
synthetic gas similar to 
natural gas... Untrue. 

The gases are mainly 
carbon monoxide (toxic) 
and hydrogen at very 


high temperature - 
highly flammable if they 
leak out and highly 
explosive if mixed with 
air. 

High temperature 
furnaces with explosive 
gases would normally be 
separated by a buffer 
zone from homes and 
other businesses. Why 
not also for this novel 
type of incinerator? 

Why should the NRW 
be even considering 
giving a licence to one 
that’s bang next to small 
businesses and within 
range of many homes? 

Tell them of the half- 
empty chemical 
complex, as the Vale 
Council should have 
done.

The hall will be located on the site 
of the disused toilet block opposite the 
main shops in the village, giving it the 
probable title of Wales’ best located 
village hall. The sea view will be 
spectacular. 

It is hoped that work to break 
ground will begin in October 2017. 

Eugene Roberts, chair of the 
Ogmore Village Hall Association said: 
“The village have been working for 
decades to fund a much-needed hall. 
We are so pleased to achieve that goal 
and we look forward to the 
construction and completion of the 
hall. 

“We would like to thank the Vale 
Council, Jane Hutt AM, First Minister 
Carwyn Jones AM, Alun Cairns MP 
and of course everyone in our 
community for their support. 

“This hall will receive funding 
through the Welsh Government Rural 
Communities - Rural Development 
Programme 2014-2020, which is 
funded by the European Agricultural 
Fund for Rural Development and the 
Welsh Government.”

THE volunteers 
who run the 
Cowhridge 
Museum, which is 
part of the Town 
Hall, has had an 
influx of new 
members, which 
will help as it 
continues to open its 
doors twice a 
month. 

The museum is housed 
in the cells of the 
Cowhridge Town Hall. 
The Town Hall itself is a 
‘modern’ building, 
having been built in 
1829. 

It was built over a 
much older building 
which had over the years 
been called a prison, 
Bridewell, house of 
correction and even for a 
short period the County 
Gaol. 

It was first licensed as 
a prison in 1576, but 
there is some evidence 
that it was being used as 
a prison as early as 1525. 

All museum exhibits 
are housed in six cells set 
in two corridors in the 
centre of the ground floor 
of the Town Hall. 

The museum is open 
the first and third 
Saturdays of every 
month from 10.30am 
until 4pm and is accessed 
via the door in the front 
of the building that leads 
into the Council 
Chamber. Admission is 
free, but donations are 
always welcome. 


is the Welsh Government 
misleading us about the 
Northern Access Road?' 


WHENEVER the 
Welsh Government 
is asked to 
comment on the 
need for the 
Northern Access 
Road, the response 
is that it’s vital for 
the St Athan 
Business Park to 
compete on the 
international stage. 

The truth of the 
matter is that this road 
was never intended for 
a ‘business park’. It was 
to be built to take the 
heavy military traffic 
that would need to 
service the proposed 
Defence Academy that 
was to come to St 
Athan. 

When the Defence 
Academy scheme for St 
Athan was cancelled, 
the Welsh Government 
was left with large 


parcels of land it had 
bought to build this 
road, and clearly sought 
ways to recoup its 
investment. 

The answer to this is 
found in the Vale 
Council’s Local 
Development Plan, 
which includes the 
building of 345 houses 
between this new road 
and the existing Eglwys 
Brewis Road. 

The Welsh 

Government will sell off 
the land it has bought 
for housing, which will 
put huge strain on the 
facilities of Llantwit 
Major, such as doctors’ 
surgeries, nursery places 
and parking in the town. 

This ‘business park’ 
argument is a 
smokescreen unless the 
Welsh Government can 
come out and say who 
is likely to come to the 
business park. Aston 


Martin are on record as 
saying they never asked 
for it, and Cardiff 
Aviation have been 
reducing their 
workforce and have 
never asked for a road. 

If the Welsh 
Government attracts 
new investors, will a 
new road be needed if a 
bank, call centre, or 
another financial 
institution, comes to the 
park? 

The Welsh 
Government should 
come clean and tell the 
residents who is likely 
to be attracted to the 
area to provide 
employment, but I am 


sure we will be met 
with the usual phrase: 
“All discussions are 
commercially 
confidential”. 

If this road is 
intended purely to 
facilitate 345 houses to 
be built, then the Welsh 
Government will have 
misled the residents. 
Time will tell whether 
the business park is a 
success - or was the 
£19million northern 
access road being built 
against all local opinion 
just to build houses?

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Man jailed 
for attack on 
two women 


A BARRY man who 
attacked two women, 
one his former 
partner, and 

committed other 
offences, has been 
jailed for 23 months at 
Cardiff Crown Court, 
writes AJ SICLUNA. 

Judge Stephen 
Hopkins QC branded 
27-year-old Nathan 
Pearceson: “A thug and 
a bully.” 

He told him: “You 
are someone who beats 
up women and you 
ought to be ashamed of 
yourself.” 

Pearceson, of Tyr 
Gyfraich, had admitted 
assaulting Clare 

Barrett and Janet 
Lloyd, plus offences of 
witness intimidation 
and possessing a bladed 
item. 

Prosecutor Laurence 
Jones said the 
defendant had a 
relationship for some 
years with Ms Barrett 
and she left their 
property. 

On June 8, he had an 


argument with her, and 
without any 

provocation, punched 
her to the head and 
threw toys, milk and 
hot food at her. 

He then obtained a 
knife and cut her 
telephone landline. She 
described herself as 
“petrified”. 

Later, when on bail, 
he went to her flat and 
kicked the front door 
several times. 

“He was angry and 
out of control,” said Mr 
Jones. 

Soon after, he 
grabbed Ms Lloyd by 
the throat, something 
she could not believe 
had happened to her. 

Mr Jones said he was 
waving a steak knife, 
began crying, and ran 
off. When arrested, he 
denied most of the 
matters. 

His solicitor, Adam 
Sharp, said Pearceson 
believed a 

reconciliation with Ms 
Barrett was on the 
cards and outside the 
flat he had shouted: “I 


love you.” 

It was, said Mr 
Sharp, a disturbing, 
distressing incident. 

Until recently, he had 
a stable existence, 
working as a mobile 
phone technician, but 
he acknowledged he 
had struggled to control 
his emotions and 
behaviour. 

Some time ago, Mr 
Sharp said, he had been 
involved in a car 
accident, in which a 
friend had died and this 
had resulted in 
Pearceson turning to 
drugs and alcohol. 

He pointed out that 
he had been in custody 
for 53 days. 

The judge said 
Pearceson had gone to 
the flat to intimidate 
Ms Barrett and he 
made an indefinite 
restraining order 
preventing him having 
any contact with her.

THE ‘LACONIA 
INCIDENT IS 
REMEMBERED... 


BEFORE the 
meeting 
commenced, the 
members stood for a 
minute’s silence in 
memory of David 
Southall, who died 
recently at the age 
of 95. 

David was a long-term 
member and a much¬ 
loved past headmaster of 
St Andrews School. 

On Tuesday, August 
15, Melen Charles 
recounted to the 
members the sinking in 
1942 of the troop ship 
Laconia and of her 
survival therefrom as a 
five-month-old baby. 

The ship, formerly a 
cruise liner, had been 
requisitioned as a World 
War Two troopship and 
had sailed from Cape 
Town en route to the UK. 

On board were 3,000 
passengers, of whom 
1,800 were Italian 
prisoners of war. Among 
the passengers were 
Melen’s parents, 

returning from service 
overseas. 

Captain Sharp, who 
was in command, was 
worried that the black 
smoke from the funnel 
would provide a visible 
target for German 
submarines patrolling the 
south Atlantic, and also, 
by the knowledge that 
the number of life-boats 
would be insufficient in 
case of emergency. 

The ship was hit by 
two torpedoes at 8pm as 
passengers were 

preparing for a dance. To 
reduce the risk of 
detection, the Laconia 
was banned from sending 
radio messages, but 
before Captain Sharp 
ordered “abandon ship”, 
he sent out an emergency 
SSS signal (sunk by

submarine) that the ship 
was sinking. 

The passengers were 
fortunate that the 
submarine was 

commanded by 

Korvettenkapitdn Werner 
Martenstein, who, despite 
Mitler’s orders, always 
did all that he could to 
help survivors of ships he 
torpedoed, often at the 
risk of exposing himself 
and his crew to attack by 
enemy planes. 

All passengers had 
rehearsed lifeboat drill, 
but the boat allocated to 
Melon’s parents had been 
destroyed in the 
explosion. The struggle 
to find an alternative was 
hampered by the 
increasing tilt of the ship 
as it began to sinjc but 
they were all eventually 
put into a boat. 

Melon’s father 

remembered grabbing a 
pack of nappies, her 
mother grabbed her 
knitting. The lifeboat 
held 80, with nine others 
hanging on to the sides 
begging to be hauled in. 
An RAF officer on board 
shot them all to avoid the 
boat being over-loaded. 

It took two days 
before help began to 


arrive, but Admiral 
Donitz of the Kriegs- 
marine, ordered that no 
attempts were to be made 
to kill people in the water 
or in the boats, 
remembered now as ‘The 
Laconia Order’. 

They were, however, 
attacked by an American 
bomber, who mistook the 
situation and destroyed 
two boats and the people 
in them. 

Some survivors were 
taken on board 
Martenstein’s submarine 
to be fed and clothed and 
put onto other German 
submarines as they 
arrived. 

Other nations also sent 
help, but no help came 
from Britain, who 
thought the report of the 
attack was a hoax. 

One young officer on 
the submarine placed a 
water-proof sheet on his 
bunk so that Melen 
wouldn’t wet his 
mattress. 

Approximately 2,000 
persons died, including 
Captain Sharp, many of 
them Italian POWs who 
had been confined in the 
holds. Melen and her 
family were eventually 
rescued and taken at first 
to Casablanca and then to 
a POW camp in 
Morocco, arriving home 
in south Wales during 
December 1942. 

Sadly, Werner 

Martenstein and his entire 
crew were later lost, but 
his humanity was not 
forgotten. 

Some survivors, 
including Melen, travel to 
Germany on a regular 
basis to meet his family 
and talk to schools about 
the need for international 
friendship.

Campaigner’s call 
for public to 
support ‘council- 
tax charities’ 


A humanitarian 
campaigner is 
determined to help 
communities in 
developing 
countries - by 
ensuring people can 
make voluntary 
donations to 

support causes via 
their council tax. 

Over a number of 
years, Godfrey Knight 
has held a number of 
events in Barry to raise 
funds for the people of 
Haiti. The country 
suffered an earthquake in 
2010 leaving an 
estimated 168,000 
people dead. 

Mr Knight wants to 
see councils being given 
the powers to collect 
money to pass on to 
charities, and he has had 
initial meetings with a 
number of prominent 
politicians to explain 
how it would work. 

It may require 
legislation, but he thinks 
that if the will is there, it 
can be achieved. 

He said: “The idea is 
that people, if they wish, 
would be able to make a 
voluntary donation to a 
particular cause 

alongside their council 
tax payment. 

“Members of the 
public would be able to 
nominate causes and 
councillors could then 
debate which ones would 
be on the council forms 
for the following year.” 

People would then be 
able to tick a box and 
state an amount. 

Mr Knight said: “I 
understand that some 
people may not be able to 
afford to make a 
payment, but others 
would.” 

Mr Knight’s 

individual concern is that 
there are huge numbers 
of children in the Third

World who are not 
receiving the same 
medical support as those 
in more developed 
countries. He believes an 
extra stream of finance 
collected via council tax 
would speed up projects. 

“Millions has been 
invested in the 
development of drugs 
and they are waiting to be 
used.” 

He points out that the 
vaccine to protect 
children from rotavirus 
costs £2, and it costs 15p 
to protect children from 
measles. 

Mr Knight says the co¬ 
founder of Microsoft, 
Bill Gates, is an 
inspiration in this area. 
The Bill and Melinda 
Gates Eoundation has 
invested billions of 
dollars into vaccine 
initiatives. 

According to the 
foundation - “One in five 
children worldwide are 
not fully protected with 
even the most basic 
vaccines. 

“As a result, an 
estimated 1.5 million 
children die each year - 
one every 20 seconds - 
from vaccine- 

preventable diseases 
such as diarrhoea and 
pneumonia.” 

Godfrey wants to form 
a committee of like- 
minded people to 
campaign for charitable 
donations via council tax.

CHALLENGE WALES is 
set to return to Cardiff -

young people onboard with 
voyages ranging from eight to 14 
days. The Challenge Wales 
volunteer crew donated over 
9,000 hours of their time to sail 
the ship, and mentor the young 
people, on this epic adventure. 

Challenge Wales was taking 
part in the 2017 Tall Ships Races 
series in the Baltic which brought 
together a fleet of no fewer than 
105 vessels, representing 20 
countries and collectively had 
over 7,000 crew with each vessel 
being crewed by young people 
(under the age of 26). 

The largest tall ship measured 
over 122 metres (length), and end- 
to-end, the vessels stretched 
almost two miles, with over 2.5 
million people visiting the event 
to make it Europe’s largest ‘free 
family festival’. 

Tall Ships Race 2017 director, 
Mike Bowles, said: “The Tall 
Ships Races provide a unique 
opportunity for young people to 
go to sea to learn about 
themselves and others while 
developing skills that will stay 
with them for life - a proven life¬ 
changing experience. 

“Young people taking part in 
these races become wonderful 
ambassadors for their home 
countries at the same time as 
learning about other cultures from 
the other nationalities taking part. 

“It was a great pleasure to see 
the sail training vessel. Challenge 
Wales, representing Wales and the 
only Welsh-registered vessel 
taking part. Challenge Wales is 
not only helping to raise 
awareness of Wales on an 
international scale but the 
Challenge Wales charity are to be 
congratulated for their continued 
commitment to the young people 


of Wales whose lives they are so 
positively influencing” 

Tall ships racing has a focus on 
young people, where a minimum 
of 50 per cent of the crew must be 
aged 15 to 25 years, and is an 
opportunity for young people to 
meet others from all over the 
world, share their experiences, 
learn life skills and make life-long 
friends and memories. 

All those onboard Challenge 
Wales worked as a team and in 
three-hour watches making sure 
that the boat finished each leg as 
quickly as possible. 

The event also includes shore- 
side activities including crew 
parades through the streets waved 
on by thousands of onlookers. 

Emily (17) from Llantwit 
Major, said: “I absolutely loved 
being on Challenge Wales. 

“Working with a group of 
strangers, who then became good 
friends, in an extraordinary 
environment to meet our goals 
was fun and a great team-building 
experience.”

Matchmaking in the bee 
world: how to get a lost 
swarm back with a queen 


WELL, I have had some 
honey and I might yet get 
a little more. I do, 
however, make sure that it 
is the bees that keep the 
major share. 

As ever it is the weather that 
dominates and provides the 
control factor in the beekeeping 
world. Unsettled is the best 
description for it but the colonies 
are very active when things are 
suitable. 

One of the colonies is still in a 
nuc-box (a small version of a 
hive), it is the remnants of a 
colony that was removed with 
great difficulty from between the 
joists of a flat garage roof. 

Transferring the comb and 
bees to a hive box went well 
enough but of course it did upset 
the colony a great deal. 

In fact on returning the next 
day all of the bees were 
discovered on the ground just 
below the flat roof, a lot of them 
were busy cleaning out the 
remaining honey from between 
the roof joists so we left them at 
it. 

Getting the floor bees into 
another nuc-box went well 
enough, they were only too 

V 


happy to oblige and so we left 
them to it. 

On returning the next day 
(towards evening) the bees had 
vacated the nuc-box and could be 
seen on the ground nearby. Did 
they have a queen? Impossible to 
tell, but not very likely. 

Once again they were eager to 
enter an offered nuc-box, only 
this time I waited until they were 
all in and then closed it up and it 
now resides at Fonmon Apiary 
where I am feeding it and 
boosting the numbers with 
frames of sealed brood (bees 
waiting to emerge) taken from 
one of the very active colonies. 

So far they are holding on, but 
there is no sign of a queen in 
residence. The obvious and best 
solution is to unite them with one 
of the other colonies that does 
have a queen, and this will at 
least secure their survival. 

How will I unite them? Well, it 
will take place of an evening; the 
chosen colony will have the roof 
removed and the cover board 
lifted off. 

This will expose the frames 
and bees; next, a sheet of 
newspaper will be spread over 
the exposed frames and bees and 
another section of a hive will be 


added. Several small holes will 
be made in the paper cover then 
the frames from the smaller 
colony will be transferred to this 
added box. 

Being a smaller colony they 
won’t have enough frames to fill 
the box so I will fill up the space 
with a purpose-made blanking 
frame. 

On will go the cover board 
plus the roof, and over a couple 
of days the bees above and below 
the paper insert will chew 
through it and it is the norm for 
both lots of bees to accept one 
another and it seldom fails to 
work. 

Preparation for winter is going 
to be the next major change in the 
apiary; the colonies will take the 
first step when the time is right 
and the beekeeper will observe 
the ladies casting out the drones 
(males) who will not be required 
because there will be no 
swarming - hence no new queens 
to be mated. 

Will the winter be cold enough 
to shut the bees down? Warmer 
winters will see the colonies still 
very active; climate change is a 
noticeable factor in the 
beekeeping world.

London to try and find 
employment and Owen 
fought for Henry V in 
France. 

He entered the service 
of Henry’s queen, 
Catherine of Valois, and 
soon after the king’s 
death he secretly married 
her, the mother of the 
eight-month old Henry 
VI. 

Owen and Catherine 
would have two boys 
together, hidden from 
the world, and the boy- 
king Henry VI, by the 
Bishops of London and 
Ely. 

Henry VI would go 
on to enoble them as 
Edmund, Earl of 
Richmond and Jasper, 
Earl of Pembroke, but 
upon Catherine’s death, 
Owen was imprisoned. 

Escaping twice, Owen 
was thrown into the 
beginnings of the Wars 
of the Roses with his 
two sons. Edmund died 
in Wales and Jasper

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The Dark Tower crumbles apart... 


S TEPHEN 
KING is one 
of the great 
modern writers of 
our time, so it’s 
unsurprising that 
so many of his 
stories have been 
adapted for the 
world of film. 

From the sociological 
horror of The Mist to the 
empowering The 
Shawshank Redemption-, 
from the ice-cold chills 
of The Shining to the 
gritty teen realism of 
Stand By Me - King’s 
works have fit the big 
screen like a glove. 

With It due for 
release next month, the 
latest King adaptation is 
The Dark Tower, which 
sees young Jake (Tom 
Taylor) experiencing 
visions of other worlds. 

When Jake finds 
himself dragged into 
one of these worlds, he 
meet Roland (Idris 
Elba), The Last 
Gunslinger, who is 
locked in an eternal 
battle with Walter 
(Matthew 

McConaughey), also 
known as The Man in 
Black. 

The Gunslinger’s task 
is to prevent the Man in 
Black from toppling the 
Dark Tower, which 
holds the universe 
together, so Jake finds 
himself helping Roland 


in a battle to stop the 
monsters from outside 
of our universe claiming 
earth, and the various 
other worlds, for 
themselves... 

The Dark Tower has 
had a long and tortuous 
road to the big screen, 
taking on and losing 
directors and cast 
members; such a stilted 
build up to the 
adaptation of one of 
King’s most prestigious 
stories doesn’t bode well 
for the end product, yet 
the response thus far to 
the film has seen it 
attacked and vehemently 
criticised. 

Is it that bad? No it 
certainly isn’t, but then 
neither is it particularly 
impressive either, a film 
existing in the ether of 
mediocre; not trashy or 
dumb enough to dislike 
but not deep and smart 
enough to truly triumph, 
it straddles the spectrum 
without ever truly being 
one or the other. 

It has a good cast, a 
story that, not being a 
King fan personally, has 
seen people long 
campaign to be adapted 
for live-action, and an 
inexperienced director 
in Nikolaj Arcel whose 
strengths lie in 
screenwriting {The Girl 
With The Dragon Tattoo 
among his CV). 

Yet the cast is wasted 
by the machinations of 
the script, where every 


line is heavy with 
exposition and plot, yet 
never digs below the 
surface of the 
characters, the story ill- 
served by such a rushed 
approach. (It’s a rare 
critique these days that a 
film needs to be longer, 
but the 95-minute run 
time is at least 20 
minutes too short); and 
despite some neat little 
touches, Arcel’s 
inexperience is clear to 
see. 

If Idris Elba and Tom 
Taylor come out of this 
with reputations intact - 
Elba in particular 
impressive as the 
weighed-down-by-his- 
past jaded Gunslinger, 
while Taylor’s Jake 
never gets the time 
afforded to his 
character’s development 
- then Matthew 
McConaughey 
disappoints with a 
pantomime turn that 
lacks menace and 
malevolence (one 
moment aside). 

He’s a cookie-cutter 
villain, and one named 
Walter to boot, 
unconvincing and 
lacking. 

The story required 
deft handling, given 
how much plot there 
was that needed to be 
set up - the universe of 
Gunslingers, people 
with the ‘shine’ and the 
importance of the Tower 
to the universe - yet it 


sees fit to simply skim 
over the main details 
through the characters’ 
various conversations. 

If you’ve read the 
books, then you may 
have a better sense of 
what’s going on, but 
those not versed in the 
ways of the The Dark 
Tower series on the page 
will be baffled and 
wishing for a little more 
story to keep you up to 
speed with what’s going 
on onscreen. 

It just smacks of 
being rushed, so we 
have an altercation 
between Jake and a 
monster made out of 
wooden floorboards (a 
guardian of a portal, we 
learn from one of 
Walter’s tossed-off 
lines) that just feels 
strange; the people 
allied to Walter who are 
wearing masks, yet we 
never find out why; the 
history of the 
Gunslingers and why 
Roland has become so 
disenfranchised - the 
film never takes the 
time to address these 
plot points in any great 
detail. 

This film was due to 
kickstart a Dark Tower 
universe, encompassing 
more films and a TV 
series, yet they have 
derailed it by failing to 
engage the casual 
viewer and introduce 
them to this world. 

Instead, you have a

Chepstow remembers 
legendary Sir Gordon 


THE legendary 
jockey Sir Gordon 
Richards, who in 
1933 rode 11 
consecutive winners 
at Chepstow 

Racecourse, is to be 
officially remem¬ 
bered by the track's 
management. 

A race is to be named 
in his honour at the 
Welsh racecourse on 
Bank Holiday Monday, 
August 28. 

The two-mile race, 
with prize money of 
£20,000, will be 
sponsored by Oakgrove 
Stud, which is located 
next to the racecourse. Its 
owner, John Deer, has 
owned numerous top 
class horses, including A1 
Kazeem and Avonbridge. 

In the autumn of 1933, 
29-year-old Richards 
was trying hard to beat 
Ered Archer's record of 
246 winners in a 
season,which had stood 
since 1885. 


A victory at 
Nottingham on Tuesday, 
October 3, took his score 
to 206 with six weeks of 
the season left. 

Richards came to 
Chepstow on Wednesday 
and rode all six winners 
and not once did he need 
to draw his whip as he 
went through the card. 

A crowded Chepstow 
on the Thursday saw him 
ride the first five winners 
and his 12 consecutive 
wins inspired a song. 
Well Done Gordon, to be 
composed in his honour 
which can be heard on 
You Tube. 

Gordon reached the 
record total of 259 
winners in 1933, a total 
only ever exceeded on 
the flat in 1947 and 1949 
when he rode 269 and 
261 respectively. 

He was champion 
jockey 26 times but 
didn't win a Derby until 
1953 when he scored on 
Pinza and in that week 
became the first jockey 
to be knighted. 


I had the pleasure of 
meeting Sir Gordon at a 
Chepstow Racecourse 
press luncheon in his 
honour some years ago 
now, and as he was bom 
in Shrewsbury on the 
Welsh border, I tried to 
convince him that he was 
Welsh. 

He agreed that 
Richards was a Welsh 
name - but didn't agree 
to being a Welshman! 

However, he kindly 
signed my menu card for 
me as just plain Gordon 
Richards. He was so 
modest that he never put 
the word Sir first. 

Phil Bell, executive 
director, said: 

“Chepstow's history is 
full of memorable 
performances related to 
jump racing, but we 
thought it was important 
to recognise this amazing 
feat by such a legendary 
flat jockey.”

On and off the Turf 

w^ith BRIAN LEE 
Tale of 'Short Head Flint 


VALE trainer John Flint 
should be dubbed ‘Short Head 
Flint’ as whenever a horse of 
his figures in a photo-finish - 
and that seems quite often 
these days - they always seem 
to come out on top. 

At Bath recently, which is one of 
his favourite racecourses, his With 
Pleasure, just one of two four-year- 
olds in the Kingstone Press Wild 
Berry Chase Handicap Flat race over 
two miles and one furlong, and worth 
£4,528 to the winner, got home by a 
head from the joint-favourite Tyrell 
with Innoko a further head away in 
third place. 

There were 10 runners and With 
Pleasure, partnered by Daniel 
Muscutt, was returned at odds of 9-1. 

Flint, who trains on the flat and 
over-the-sticks, is a former point-to- 
point owner and trainer and he started 
out as a permit holder in 2003. 

He is assisted by his wife Marlene 
at their picturesque Cherry Tree 
Stables in the Bridgend area. Horses 
such as Fair along, Sigwells Club Boy 
and Senna Da Silva kick-started his 
training career and their success was 
due to the personal touch that he gives 
to all his horses. 

I wonder how many of my readers 
know that many, many years ago 
there used to be a racecourse in 
Bridgend? 

The earliest meeting took place in 
1838 and the final meeting on a 
Wednesday in 1860. The racecourse, 
which was shaped like a number six, 
was located two-and-a-half miles 
from Bridgend at Ogmore Downs. 

The soil was very sandy and there 
were races over six furlongs and up to 
two miles and after the inaugural two- 
day meeting, an Ordinary was served 


at The Wyndham Arms. We also 
know that on 'Monday 6th and 
Tuesday 7th June the Down was 
studded with shows, theatre des arts, 
roulette tables and refreshment 
booths, while a grandstand towered 
above them all.' 

An Ordinary for 50 gentleman was 
served at the Wyndham Arms at the 
end of the first day, while the second 
day began with a Selling Stakes which 
went to Mr Potter’s Table Bay and the 
Commercial Visitors’ Plate over a 
mile-and-a-half was won by Mr 
Melverley’s Toddy. 

The patrons of the racecourse were 
Lord Adare and Sir John Nicholls and 
the principal races were the 
Glamorganshire Handicap, Revival 
Handicap and Hack & Hunters Stakes. 

If you would like to know more 
about this racecourse and some of the 
other vanished racecourses of Wales 
then get hold of a copy of John 
Slusar’s ‘Racecourses Here Today and 
Gone Tomorrow’ Volume 3 Scotland 
and Wales. It costs just £9.99 and can

John’s series of books contain a brief 
history of more than 1,500 former 
racecourses in the UK and Ireland, 
examining the people who brought the 
meetings to life, the trophies they 
contested, and the hotels and inns 
where they celebrated their successes 
or drowned their sorrows.

That he now 
holds the first-wicket 
record of 258 with his 
old school friend Tom is 
even more so. 

The two of them also 
hold the record for the 
second wicket, having 
put on 187 together 
against Porthcawl in 
2014. 

Of course Ben is one 
the very best cricketers 
to have been closely 
associated with the club 


and the innings last 
Saturday does little to 
alter his place in that 
firmament. 

The previously held 
record was by the one 
season captain, Neil 
Brand, whose 166 at 
Hills Plymouth in 2015 
was an epic in it’s own 
way. 

However this was a 
triumph for a home 
product and it was all the 
more special for that. 

To find the only 
known other Cowbridge 
cricketer to score a 
double hundred you 
need to go back more 
than a century to Billy 
Russell, who scored at 
least two. 

However Billy’s 
innings were not strictly 
for Cowbridge, as the 
team he represented was 
Mr E H Ebsworth’s XI 
which was more akin to 
country house cricket 
than the modern Pirst 
Division. 

Whether the previous 
record holder was Neil 
or Billy hardly matters, 
there is no doubt who 
holds it now. 

Buoyed by a fine tea 
there could be no room 
for complacency as 
Cowbridge began their 
second innings task of 
bowling out their hosts. 

The Steel’s Jason 
Hughes held the reply 
together with a fine 129 
off 131 balls but it was 
Sam Russell who 
bowled with pace and 
precision to take 5-55 
who set up the win. 

In 1992, Cowbridge’s 
first XI played a Welsh 
Cup round at Briton 
Perry Steel. 

Cowbridge were then 
in their first season of 


the SWCA and were 
obligated to compete in 
Division Live. 

The Cowbridge XI 
scored 158 all out and 
were beaten by nine 
wickets.
